Owing to the general depression throughout the county, 
expenditures like all other public corporations has considerably 
increased during the past year. On account of the unemploy- 
ment situation large numbers of families have required assist- 
ance: who heretofore have been self supporting. 

Owing to inadequate quarters of the County Farm for the 
care of inmates we have been obliged to assist many outside 
at an increased cost who would otherwise be cared for there. We 
are asking for an appropriation for the erection of a modern 
fireproof building which we trust the delegation may see fit to 
grant so that inmates may be cared for in a comfortable, eco- 
nomic manner. 

We wish to extend our appreciation to all employes, County 

Officials, Selectmen, Overseers of the poor, and all who have 

cooperated with us in carrying on the business of the County.

Coos County Convention met at the Court House on notice 
_by the County Commissioners at 1:20 p. m. 

: Commissioner Lewis explained the reason for the meeting 
“viz.: for the purpose of re-considering, altering or rescindnig 
‘its former vote relative to the appropriation of $250,000 for the 
purpose of purchasing and re-locating a new county farm; also 
‘to°make any appropriation necessary for repairs or erection of 
new buildings at the present farm. 
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Attorney O. J. Coulombe of Berlin spoke in behalf of the 
citizens of Berlin. Other speakers were, Mr. Hutchins of Strat- 
ford, Mr. Streeter of Berlin, Commissioners Swail and Mc- 
Cready, and several of the Representatives. 


An executive session was requested to have only the mem- 
bers of the ocnvention present. This was granted by the chair- 
man from whose decision an appeal was. made and a roll call 
asked. The question being: Is the decision of the chair correct? 
On roll call eleven voted “Yes” and eighteen voted “No,” there- 
fore the decision of the chair was not sustained. 


A resolution was offered by Leopold Gagne, seconded by 
Marie A. Gagne, as follows: MOVED, That the vote taken at 
our meeting held in Concord February 26, 1930, whereby it was 
voted that the Coos County Farm be moved to a new location 
in the southern part of the county, and the sum of two hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars raised and appropriated for carrying 
out the provisions of the resolution passed at that time be re- 
scinded. 


Mr. Purrington offered a protest in regard to the legality 
of such action on account of an act passed by the legislature in 
regard to the matter, and moved to adjourn. On an Aye and 
No vote the motion was lost. | 


The previous question was called for and discussion ensued. 
A roll call was asked. Ten voting “No” and nineteen voting 
“Yes” the motion was sustained and the vote of February 26, 
1980 rescinded. 


The following resolution was offered by Mr. Lamere, second- 
ed by Mr. Colbath: RESOLVED: That the sum of one hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars be raised and appropriated for the 
construction, equipment and furnishing of a new fire proof 
building, or buildings at the County Farm in West Stewarts- 
town. 


The County Commissioners are hereby authorized and di- 
rected to borrow upon the faith and credit of the County the 
said sum of one hundred and fifty thousand dollars, or any 
portion thereof to carry out the provisions of this resolution 
and for that purpose may issue notes and bonds in the name 
and on behalf of the County at a rate of interest not exceeding 
five per cent per annum. 


Such bonds shall be designated Coos County Farm Bonds 
and such bonds shall be issued in conformity with the provis- 
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ions of chapters 88 and 59 of the Public Laws of New Hamp- 
shire.

wir... W. Pinkham, president of Coos County Farm Bureau, 
County Agent D A: O’Brien, and Mr. Robinson, State leader of 
County agents, were present Mr. O’Brien spoke briefly in re- 
gard to appropriation needed for continuing the extension work 
of the State University in the county, in the same amount as 
for the past two years, $6,500.00 per year. 


A motion was made by Mr. Morrison of Gorham that sixty- 
five hundred dollars ($6500.00) for each of the years 1929 and 
1980 be raised for the Farm Bureau to continue the extension 
work of the three agents. The motion was carried. 

County Commissioners Lewis, Swail and McCready (elect) 
came before the delegation and explained the budget which calls 
for $139,100.00 

A motion was made by Mr. Colbath of Whitefield that the 
delegation raise one hundred thirty-nine thousand two hundred 
fifty dollars ($139,250.00) to meet the amount called for in the 
budget including a special sum of $150.00 for filing work in 
the office of the Register of Probate, for each of the years 1929 
and 1930. The motion was carried. 

The chair presented the request of the delegation to the 
County Commissioners that the Superintendent and Matron of 
the County Farm be changed. 

A motion was made and supported that the chair give an 
explanation of the reasons, which was done. 

A motion was made and carried that the delegation later 
bring evidence before the County Commissioners in sustaining 
the reasons given. 
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A motion was made that a committee of four to act with 
the chairman be appointed to investigate and report to the dele- 
gation their findings as to the cost of removal of the County 
Farm and constructoin of appropriate buildings, the advisability 
as to location, etc., and to report back to the delegation not 
later than June Ist. 

_ A vote taken resulted 17 in favor and 7 in the negative. 

The delegation voted to go on record and report to the 
State Board of Charities and Correction as follows: 

The Coos County Delegation at its convention on March 
26th, unanimously voted to approve of the appointment of F. 
Earle Thayer, of Haverhill, as Secretary of your board. | 

A vote was taken and carried to raise the sum of six hun- 
dred dollars as a special appropriation for the expenses of the 
committee of investigation.

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Solicitor’s Report 


To the Commissioners of Coos County: 


I herewith submit my report as Solicitor for said County for 
the year ending December 31, 19380. 


During the year one hundred forty-seven cases have been 
instituted in the various Municipal Courts for violation of the 
probibitory law, and sixteen of these cases were against second 
offenders who were committed to the House of Correction or 
County Jail direct from the Municipal Court. These sentences 
on second offenders range from three to nine months. 


I have continued the policy of appearing in the Municipal 
Courts for various departments of the State whenever request- 
ed. Several non-support matters in which the County or Towns 
were interested have been disposed of in the Municipal Courts. 


A summary of the cases handled in the Superior Court is as 
follows: 


APRIL TERM, 1930 


State vs. Ernest A. Eastman. The respondent was charged 
with murder. He entered a plea of guilty to murder in the 
second degree, and was sentenced to not less than thirty or 
more than forty years in the State Prison. 


State vs. Joseph Lebreton. The respondent was returned 
to the State Prison to serve the balance of thirteen months for 
violation of Parole. 


State vs. Fred Lebreton. The respondent was. charged 
with carrying a concealed weapon, and was sentenced to six 
months in the House of Correction. He had previously been 
confined six months in Jail awaiting the Superior Court. Other 
indictments charging him with accessory to aggravated assault 
was nol-prossed. 


State vs. John Nemero, alias Newman. The respondent 
was charged with accessory to aggravated assault, and was 
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sentenced to six months in the House of Correction. He had 
previously been confined six months in Jail awaiting trial. 


State vs. Peter Remillard. The respondent was charged 
with accessory to aggravated assult, and was sentenced to six 
months in the House of Correction. House of Correction sen- 
tence suspended. 


States vs. Edward Ouiilette. The respondent was charged 
with accessory to aggravated assault, and was sentenced to six 
months in the House of Correction. House of Correction sen- 
tence suspended. He had previously been confined in Jail six 
months waiting trial. 


State ‘VS. Ovila Larrivee. The respondent was charged 
with attempted robbery, and was sentenced to nine months in 
the House of Correction. 


State vs. Lucien Larrivee. The respondent was charged 
with attempted robbery, and was sentenced to nine months in 
the House of Correction. 


State vs. Frank Marlato. The respondent was charged 
with pandering, and was sentenced to not less than two or more 
than five years in the State Prison. 


State vs. Clarence Beach. The respondent was charged 
with Statutory Rape, and was sentenced to pay a fine of $200.00 
and costs taxed at $25.00, and one year in the House of Cor- 
rection. House of Correction sentence suspended upon payment 
of fine and costs. . 


State vs. Earl V. Kenniston. The respondent was charged 
with larceny of an automobile, and was sentenced to six months 
in the House of Correction. House of Correction sentence sus- 
pended. He had previously been confined several months in 
Jail awaiting trial. 


State vs. Ralph Mosher. The respondent was charged with 
accessory to the larceny of an automobile, and was sentenced 
to six months in the House of Correction. House of Correction 
sentence suspended. He had peviously been confined in jail 
several months awaiting trial. 


State vs. Aime Rancourt. The respondent was charged 
with forgery of a money-order, and was sentenced to not less 
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than a year and a day or more than two years in the State 
Prison. 


State vs. Henry Plummer. The respondent was charged 
with Statutory Rape, and was sentenced to pay a fine of $200.00, 
costs taxed at $25.00 and one year in the House of Correction. 
_ House of Correction sentence suspended during good behavior. 


State vs. Louis Pelchat. The respondent was charged 
under two indictments for larceny, and was sentenced to one 
_year in the House of Correction which was suspended, and on 
the other indictment was sentenced to four months in the House 
of Correction. 


State vs. Isidore Paquette. The respondent was charged 
with accessory to obtaining under false pretences on two indict- 
ments, and was sentenced to sixty days in the House of Correc- 
tion on one indictment, and six months in the House of Cor- 
rection suspended on the second indictment.

State vs. Myron Holden. The respondent was charged with 
killing beaver. The action not having been brought within the 
statute of limitation the case was nol-prossed on motion of So- 
licitor. 
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State vs. Charles B. O’Hara. The respondent was charged 
with assault. A civil suit having been settled in favor of the 
respondent the criminal case was nol-prossed. 


State vs. Charles Theriault. The respondent was charged 
with driving under the influence of liquor, and was sentenced 
to pay fine of $100.00, costs taxed at $21.10. 


State vs. Jack Adair. The respondent was charged with 
violation of the liquor law. While this action was pending was 
again convicted in the Municipal Court for another offense and 
was sentenced to nine months in the House of Correction which 
he served, a nol pros was entered. 


State vs. Louis Fortunat. The respondent was charged 
with violation of the liquor law. Appeal dismissed on motion 
of Solicitor. 


State vs. Alec Wisotky. The respondent was charged 
with violation of the liquor law. Appeal dismissed on motion 
of Solicitor. 


State vs. James Crotty. The respondent was charged with 
violation of the liquor law. At the close of the state case a 
motion to dismiss was granted. 


State vs. Patrick Thomas. The respondent was charged 
with driving under the influence of liquor, and was sentenced 
to pay a fine of $150.00, costs taxed at $25.00 and thirty days 
in the House of Correction. House of correction sentence sus- 
pended. 


State vs. Wasil Waschuck. The respondent was charged 
with transportation of liquor. Appeal dismissed on motion of 
the Solicitor. 


State vs. James J. Arsenault. The respondent was charged 
with non-support, having made satisfactory arrangement for 
the support of his children the case was marked continued, not 
to be printed. 


State vs. Leo Belanger. The respondent was charged with 
passing forged check, and was sentenced to six months in the 
House of Correction. House of Correction sentence suspended. 
He had previously been confined in Jail awaiting trial. 
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State vs. Frank Morin. The respondent was charged with 
non-support, and was sentenced to nine months in the House 
of Correction. House of Correction sentence suspended. 


State vs. Ernest Willey. The respondent was charged with 
obtaining under false pretenses in one indictment, and for sell- 
ing mortgaged property on the second indictment.

one year and this case was continued. 


State vs. Charles Later. The respondent was charged with | 
non-support and after a hearing of divorce proceeding a nol 
pros was entered on this charge by the Solicitor. 


State vs. Louis Guay Belfontaine. The respondent was 
charged with burglary and was sentenced to not less than two 
or more than four years in the State Prison. 


During the above specified time several indictments have 
been returned by the Grand Jury on various offenses which 
have not been published because the parties charged with vio- 
lation of the law have not been apprehended. 


There are no civil cases pending against the County at this 
time.
